So  different 
as  to  be  almost  startling.  Imagine  a  pinkish  lavendar  glad  with 
a  prominent  violet  blotch  (sometimes  two  of  them)  on  the  lower 
petal.  This  blotch  has  a  yellow  marking  at  its  tip.  The  combi¬ 
nation  and  placement  of  the  two  colors  causes  an  optical  illusion, 
so  that  the  violet  blotch  appears  to  be  tubular,  thus  giving  each 
individual  floret  the  appearance  of  a  cattleya  orchid.  Several 
florists  have  used  single  florets  of  OCELLUS  for  the  centre  of 
brides’  bouquets  in  place  of  orchids,  with  perfect  success. 

Six  to  eight  good  sized  blossoms  open  at  one  time ;  tall  straight 
spikes;  perfect  placement  of  florets;  everything  a  perfect  glad 
should  have.
